T HERE will be this Year fix Eclipfes, four 
of the Sun, and two of the Moon ; thofe of 
the Moon both vifible and total. 

The full is a fmall Eclipfe of the Sijn, March 
the full, 35 minutes pad 9 in the Morn. Scarce- 
ly. vifible in rhefe Parts. 

The fecond is an Eclipfe of the Moon, March 
15, beginning 30 minutes after 4 a Clock, P. M'. 
the Moon being then beneath our Horizon, and 
riles totally dark, and continues fo till 25 minutes 
after 7, and the Eclipfe is not entirely ended ti i 
20 minutes after 8. This Eclipfe fails in Libra , 
or the Balance. Poor H^CrmaRia '■ Mine , mene , 
tekel Upharfm ! 

The Third is of the Sun, March 31. 36 minutes 
pad 2 in the Morning. Invifible here. 

The Fourth is of the Sun likev.ife, Jug. 25. 35 , 
minutes after three in the Morning ; 110 more to be 
feen than the former ; the Sun at the Conjun&ion 
being under the Horizon, 

The Fifth is of the Moon, Sept. 8. 18 minutes 
after 8 at Night; Beginning of total Darknefs iS 
min. after 9. Time of Emergence 57 min. after 
10. End of the Eclipfe at midnight. 

The 6fh and lad, is of the Sun, September 23 at 
Noon : Invifible heie rho’ the Sun irlelf be vifible. 
For there is this Difference between Eclipfes of 
the Moon and of the Sun, viz. All Lunar Eclip- 
fes are univerfal, i. e, vifible in all Parts of the 
Globe which have the Moon above their Horizon, 
and are every where of the fame Magnitude :■ But 
Eclipfes of the Sun do not appear the fame in all 
Parts of the Earth where they are feen ; being when 
total in fome Places, only partial in others ; and in 
other Places not feen at all, tho’ neither Clouds nor 
Horizon prevent the Sight of the Sun it felf. 

As to the Effefts of thefe two great Eclipfes, fuf- 
fer me to obferve, that whoever fludies theEcIip- 
ies of former Ages, and compares them with r'he 
great Events in the Hidory of the Times and Years 1 
which they happened (as every true Adrologer 1
